OUR DUTY TO RECOGNIZE TH E

Strong Appeal Made in the House by 
the Illinois Man, Yesterday—Mr. 
Boutelle, of 
Maine, Opposes 
the 
Resolution and Says His Attitude 
Is Vindicated. 


W ashington, April 4.—Chairm an H itt 
of the foreign relations committee add­ 
ed his contribution to the Cuban debate 
in the house on Friday. 
A fter ex­ 
plaining the parliam entary status and 
pointing out he difference between 
the senate and house resolutions Mr. 
H itt said: 
“The unm istakable voice of the peo- 
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m ent would interfere to prevent spam 
from acquiring territory on the conti­ 
nents of this hem isphere or the con­ 
tiguous islands, I do not see why the 
United States should not interpose to 
prevent Spain from retaining territory 
by subjugation.” 
As Mr. H itt concluded, Mr. Hyde 
(rep., Wash.) asked him whether if the 
president should refuse to take any 
action on the resolutions, their effect 
would be nil. 
Mr. H itt replied that he declined to 
entertain such 
a 
hypothesis—a re­ 
sponse that was greeted with tum ultu­ 
ous applause. 
Mr. Boutelle (rep., Me.), who 
has 
steadily opposed the passage of any 
Cuban resolutions, then took the floor. 
He said he had never regretted his 
course, and he thought his attitude 
had been vindicated 
by 
subsequent 
events. 
The resolutions had no legal 
effect. 
They amounted to nothing. 
They could never have passed the sen­ 
ate, and. therefore, the house conferees

REFUSES ITS SUPPORT. 


F rench S enate Votes Non-Con lie n e e In 
th e C abinet. 
Paris, April 4.—The senate Friday, 
by a vote of 155 to 85, adopted the 
following resolution: “The senate not­ 
ing the declaration of the government 
that it cannot add to its explanations 
of Tuesday (on the Egyptian question), 
and considering these explanations in­ 
sufficient, refuses 
a vote of confi­ 
dence.” 
After leaving the senate cham ber the 
m inisters met at tile Quui d’Orsay, in 
order to discuss the situation. 
They 
separated at 6 o'clock in the evening, 
but manifested secrecy in regard 
to 
the result arrived at. At the close of 
the discussion, however, XI. Bourgeois 
went to the Elysee palace, in order to 
3ee President Faure. 
L ater it became 
known that the cabinet had decided 
that the successive votes of confidence 
of the cham ber of deputies made it the 
duty of the governm ent to continue in

Bonneville, Ky.,. April 4.—T he cloud­ 
burst en Little Sexton 
and 
Buffalo 
creeks did more dam age than a t first 
reported. 
Instead of four there w ere 
certainly fifteen persons who lost ;h eir 
lives, and possibly more. Sexton creek 
rises near Burning Springs, and is one 
o:’ the feeders of the south fork of the 
Kentucky river. It flows in some places 
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pie of the United States, as expressed 
in the enormous m ajority given in this 
house—262 to 17—is in favor of recog­ 
nizing the belligerency of the Cubans. 
T heir success is now probable. 
For a 
year they have baffled the arm ies of 
Spain. 
In a recent statem ent by the 
Spanish m inister, addressed to the peo­ 
ple of the United States, he said th at 
Spain had sent 125,000 men to Cuba. 
W ith this great arm y more than forty 
w ar vessels have been co-operating to 
shut the Cubans in and subdue them. 
F a r from being subdued, they have 
fought on successfully for a year, each 
m onth and week pressing forward, 
bringing province after province under 
their power, until their authority was 
extended over six hundred miles from 
th e eastern to the western end of the 
island, and the Spanish forces are to­ 
day largely hemmed in the cities. 
“W hen this vote has been given, as 
it will be, overwhelmingly 
by 
this 
house, concurring w ith the senate in 
expressing the will of the people of the 
United States, we cannot doubt that 
the executive will act and obey the 
voice of the nation, and th at we will 
speedily hear that the president has 
recognized -the 
belligerency 
of 
the 
struggling Cubans. The waning cause 
of Spain has been apparent from week 
to week for two m onths past. 
It will 
not be long until we shall have an end 
of oil the bombastic pretensions and

abom inations of W eyier s savage oper­ 
ations, and the Cubans, having vin­ 
dicated their rights w ith their arms, 
will enjoy th e

Mr. Swanson (dem., Va.) asked if 
these resolutions would carry w ith them 
the recognition of Cuban belligerency. 
Mr. H itt replied that they would not 
of themselves, but he had no doubt that 
they would lead to the recognition of 
the Cubans by presidential proclam a­ 
tion. 
The conference committee, Mr. 
H itt explained, in answer to a question, 
had no power to change the form of 
the resolutions from concurrent to 
joint so as to compel affirmative or 
negative action by the president. 
“ If the people of Cuba,” said Mr. P at­ 
terson, “are practically united in the 
cause of autonomy, in my opinion they 
are entitled to it, and if this govern- 


thought it wise to surrender. 
Mr. H itt denied em phatically th a t it 
had ever been adm itted in th e senate 
th at it would have been impossible to 
pass them again in that body. It was 
adm itted th at a vote could have been 
obstructed, but he declared em phat­ 
ically th at there was in the senate an 
overwhelming m ajority for each and all 
of the resolutions. 
Mr. Boutelle, continuing, argued th at 
public ardor on the question had meas­ 
urably cooled and th at there was no 
dem onstrable proof of the existence 
of the fact of Cuban belligerency. He 
did not pretend to voice the public sen 
tim ent of the country, but he did repre 
sent the conservative elem ent that dep 
recated foreign broils that m ight event­ 
uate in a foreign war. 
Proceeding, he 
deprecated the tales of horrible atroci­ 
ties committed by Spain in Cuba which 
had been retailed in this country with 
a view to firing popular passion. 
He 
recalled the burning of a negro bound 
to a gridiron in a public square in 
Texas, an orgie more horrible than any­ 
thing that had occurred in a genera­ 
tion.

Boutelle 
created 
much 
am usem ent by a sarcastic description 
of the president’s tw isting of the B rit­ 
ish tail in his Venezuelan message. In 
support of his contention against the 
recognition of belligerency, Mr. Bou­ 
telle read from the messages of Gen­ 
eral G rant and charged th at it was the 
boast of the revolutionists th at they had 
burned and destroyed crops, fields, and 
villages in order to drive the people 
into insurrection. 
Mr. Skinner (pop., N. C.) closed the 
debate for the day with a brief speech 
in favor of the adoption of the confer­ 
ence report. 
W ithout action, at 5:10 
the house took a recess until 8 o’clock.

Des Moines, April 4.—It looks as if 
the legislature has throw n the code 
overboard. 
W ithout any conditions, a 
resolution was passed in both houses 
Friday providing for sine die adjourn­ 
m ent Saturday, April ll. T he vote in 
favor of a two weeks’ recess and then 
to take up the code was significant. The 
plan received but eight votes in the sen­ 
ate, and in the souse the vote was 51 
to 37. 
Mr. Funk filed a motion to re­ 
consider the adjournm ent resolution, 
but only for the purpose of hoMlng the 
resolution in the house, so if it becomes 
necessary to continue the session a few 
days it will be possible to do so by a 
m ajority voted.

polling place, and giving his name and residence, will receive a ballot from the ballot clerk, which must have en­ 
dorsed thereon the names or initials of both ballot clerks, and no other can be used. 
Upon receiving his ballot, 
voter must retire, alone, to a booth or ccmpartment, and prepare the same for voting. 
A ballot clerk may inform the 
voter as to the proper manner of marking a ballot, but he mast not advise or indicate, in any manner, whom to vote 
for. 
The voter must make a cross, X, after the name of each person he desires to vote for. 
If he wishes to vote for 
a person for a certain cilice, whose name is not on the ballot, he must write the name in the blank space uccer the 
printed name of the candidate for the cffice. 
The ballot should not be marked in any other manner, 
lf the ballot 
be spoiled it must be returned to the ballot clerk, who must issue anothtr in its s’ead, but not more than three in all 
to any one voter. 
Five minutes’ time is allowed in booth to mark babel. 
U nofficial ballots or memorandum to as­ 
sist the voter in marking his ballot can be taken into the booth and nay be used to copy from. 
The ballot m u4t not 
be shown so that acy person can see how it has been marked by the voter. 
After it is marked it should be folded so 
that the inside cannot be seen, but so that the printed endorsements and signatures of the ballot clerks on the out­ 
side may be seen. 
Then the voter should pass out of the booth, give his came to the inspector in charge of the ballot 
box, lan d him his ballot to be placed in the ballot box and pass out of the voting place. 
A voter who declares to the 
presiding officer that be is unable to read, or that by reason of physical disability he is unable to mark bi* ballot can 
have assistance of one or two election cUlcers in marking the same, to be chosen by the voter. 
The presiding officer 
may administer an oath, in his discretion, as to such person’s disability. The party designations and candidates for 
the different offices are as follows:

Ohio, and Ken­ 
tucky, and in trading failures in Texas 
and Minnesota, owing to two recent 
large defaults. Other commercial fail­ 
ures are also larger than last year, 
practically all the increase being at the 
south. Banking failures have been 51, 
against 36 last year, but with liabilities 
of only $4,751,972, against $13,482,537 
last year. 
“More than half the entire banking 
defaults were in northern states, west 
of the Mississippi. 
“The improvement expected with 
spring weather begins, though in some 
branches of business scarcely visible. 
As consumers make spring purchases, 
they must lessen stock and compel 
buying. 
The stocks taken in advance 
of last summer’s demands have been 
distributed far more slowly than was 
expected, but months of waiting have 
helped to lessen the load which it is 
hoped spring buying will clear away. 
The backward season has been a hin­ 
drance, as has also been the number of 
hands unemployed in important indus­ 
tries, and the low price of farm prod­ 
ucts. 
Apprehension 
of foreign or 
financial difficulties have hindered, but 
are now scarcely felt. 
Gold exports 
are rumored, but at this season are so 
far natural that they have no such 
power to cause alarm as they had in 
winter. 
“The gigantic steel combination is 
expected to have a great influence in 
sustaining markets and stimulating 
confidence, and though such operations 
often miss the success they seek, they 
rarely fail to kindle speculative buying 
for a time. 
“The woolen manufacture does not 
gain in orders, and a large part of the 
machinery is stopped. 
Prices of wool 
have fallen 7% per cent, the average of 
104 quotations being 13.62 cents. Sales 
in March were smaller than in any 
other month since 1894, and for the 
quarter were only 57,147,780 pounds, of 
which 30,916,200 were foreign, against 
69,081,315 last year, of which 26,258,850 
was foreign. 
“Cotton mills still pile up goods in 
advance of orders, as reductions in 
price have failed as yet to stimulate 
buying. 
“Speculation in products has been 
tame. 
Cotton continues to come for­ 
ward so largely that former predictions
